Notes From D.A. 


By Howard 3. Faicher 


The sheepmen are preparing to 
take off their annual wool harvest. 
The importance of having the sheep 
dry and shearing on aq platform to 
keep ‘the fleece clean cannot be 
stressed to much, if you use clip- 
pers and it turns cold and wet im- 
mediately after clipping, having a 
shed to go in is good business. The 
power clippers shear closer and 
some losses due to chilling have 
been reported. 

Some care in sorting wool before 
tieing and packing will pay off. 
Two saw horses and a piece of 
snow fence makes a good sorting 
table. If you spread the fleece out 
on this a lot of the tag ends will 
sift out themselves through the 
snow fence. Removing tags to a- 
void staining of wool, picking out 
spots of black fibre and pieces of 
chaffy wool, while it may lower the 
total weight of fleece, may bring 
it up to a grade where the spread 
in price will more than compensate 
for the loss jn weight.. Canadian 
wool has stiff competition with 
wool from other countries and it 
is only by producing a good clean 
product that we can hold our mar- 


ket, “8 


Other seasonable jobs the sheep- 
man should take care of while 
handling the sheep at shearing 
time are; trimming of feet - this 
can be done in seconds with prun- 
ing shears, while you have them 
caught for shearing. Worming can 
also be done at this time - pheno- 
thyazine in liquid form or capsules. 
If your flock js small and you have 
not got a dipping vat, they can be 
sprayed quite successfully in a 
chute with a garden sprinkling can 
using a quart of spray per sheep. 

On Tuesday afternoon May 20th 
the sheep at Olds School of Ag- 
riculture will be sheared. Anyone 
interested in seeing this, is wel- 
com to attend. Mr. A. Charnetski 
will be illustrating the proper 
method of handling and shearing 
the sheep both with electric and 
hand clippers.

Do this in the evening so that the 
ground will remain moist over 
night. During the night the worms 
will come to the surface, ingest 
some of the treated ground and 
then die. The treatment is inex- 
pensive and quite effective. 

Applicators are also available 
whereby you attach a jar full of 
the bluesone solution to the gar- 
den hose and simply spray it unto 
your garden. This method is easy 
but requires the use of an appli- 
cator which can be purchased at 
small cost from garden supply 
stores.
